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INTRODUCTION. 


The  objects  of  this  little  work  are  three  fold  : 

1st.  Teaching  the  reading  of  the  common  orthography,  by  a  com- 
bination of  the  phonetic  and  word  methods,  making  better  readers 
and  spellers  in  half  the  time  required  by  the  method  in  general  use. 
at  the  same  time  securing  a  very  valuable  mental  drill. 

2nd.  Teaching  a  system  of  shorthand  writing,  thoroughly 
adapted  ,to  the  above  named  work,  to  general  correspondence 
and  the  recording  of  ordinary  business  transactions,  and  forming 
tfae  basis  of  a  reporting  system  of  writing,  unequaled  for  simplicity, 
brevity  and  legibility. 

3d.  Teaching  the  reading  of  the  common  orthography  of 
the  language  to  unlearned  adults,  native  or  foreign  ;  constituting, 
after  the  acquisition  of  a  knowledge  of  the  sounds  of  the  language, 
and  of  the  alphabet  by  which  they  are  represented,  has  been  attained, 
a  self  instructor,  by  the  aid  of  which  a  correct  pronunciation  can 
be  attained  without  the  aid  of  a  teacher, 

By  this  method  the  pupil  is  taught  the  reading  of  the  common 
orthography  and  shorthand  writing  as  quickly  as  he  can  be  taught 
the  reading  of  the  common  orthography  alone  by  the  use  of  a  pho. 
notipic  alphabet  ;  he  may  commence  with  it,  or  drop  it  at  any  stage 
of  his  progress  without  any  danger  of  the  confusion  that  too  fre- 
quently results  from  the  use  of.  a  phono tj pic  alphabet  nearly  resem- 
bling the  alphabet  in  common  use.  That  the  pupil  will  learn  this 
alphabet,  composed  of  simple  geometrical  signs,  more  quickly  than 
he  will  learn  the  complex  Roman  or  a  phonotipic  alphabet,  the 
author  has  no  doubt.  While  he  looks  ho]>ef'ally  forward  to  the 
time  when  the  learnii:g  of  the  language  shall  be  made  easy  by  the 
general  use  of  a  scientific  phonotipic  alphabet,  he  realizes  that  untold 
millions  are  yet  to  toil 'over  the  road  of  the  mongrel  orthography 
now  in  use.  To  these  millions  and  to  the  parents  and  teachers  in- 
terested in  doing  this  work  easily,  quickly  and  well,  this  book  jja 
.  dedicated. 


PHONETIC  WOPD PA  IS  T)XO. 
TO  THE  TEACHER. 


Commence  with  the  word  ear  in  the  first  lesson,  pronouncing  it 
quickly  as  a  whole,  and  then  slowly  and  more  slowly,  separating 
its  elements  from  each  other  more  and  more  widely  at  each  pro- 
nunciation, and  then  bringing  them  gradually  together  again.  Pursue 
the  same  course  with  succeeding  words  till  the  student  perceives 
that  er-ch  word  is  composed  of  a  combination  of  distinct  sounds. 
Then  teach  him  that  all  words  are  formed  in  this  way  ;  that  there 
•are  about  fort}r  of  these  sounds  in  the  English  language,  by  combi- 
nations of  which  all  its  words  are  formed  ;  that  in.  the  style  of 
writing  which  he  is  about  to  learn  each  one  of  these  so\mds  is  rep- 
resented by  one  simple  sign,  &nd  by  o&e  o^ly,  and  always  the  same 
•one  ;  that  \e  is  now  to  learn  these  signs  or  letters,  and  how  to  com- 
bine them  in  words.  Show  Mm  the  diagrams  at  the  head  of  the 
lessons,  and  how  the  wheel  is  divided  into  four  parts,  each  of  which 
is  taken  for  a  sign  to  represent  a  sound.  Show  him  how  e  is  taken 
from  the  first  wheel  ;  call  his  attention  to  the  particular  part  from 
which  it  is  taken.  Show  him  that  several  letters  are  formed  in  a 
similar  manner  ;  and  that  some  of  the  spokes  of  the  wheel  are  used 
for  a  similar  purpose.  Then  call  his  attention  to  the  small  circles 
representing  r  and  I.  Pronounce  to  him  the  word  ear  and  show 
him  how  each  of  its  sounds  is  represented— writing  the  signs  on 
the  blackboard,  first  separately,  and  then  joining  them.  Have  the 
student  write  the  word  many  times  on  his  slate  or  on  paper  until 
he  has  become  quite  familiar  with  it.  Proceed  in  the  same  manneT 
with  succeeding  words,  writing  the  illustrations  on  the  boards,  show- 
ing the  origin  of  the  signs  and  carefully  explaining  them.  Let  the 
student  become  quite  familiar  with  the  logigrafic  signs  before  at- 
tempting to  read  the  words  printed  in  common  spelling.  Tracing 
each  word  in  his  book  with  a  wooden  point,  at  the  same  time  pro- 
nouncing it  slowly  and  distinctly,  is  an  excellent  practice.  He 
should  read  the  columns  first  firom  left  to  right,  then  from  right  to 
left,  then  from  top  to  bottom,  and  then  from  bottom  to  top.  When 
he  is  able  to  read  the  logigrafic  characters  readily,  he  may  return 
to  the  first  lesson.  He  is  now  to  be  told  that  each  printed  word  is 
to  be  jjronounced  precisely  as  the  logigrafic  word  immediately 
■above  it.  The  student  will  now  be  able  to  determine  the  pronun- 
ciation of  each  printed  word  by  the  corresponding  word  in  logig- 
rafic characters  without   the  aid  of  the  teacher,  and  may  with  pro- 
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priety  be  sent  to  his  seat  to  study  his  lesson.     The  teacher  may  now 
write  the  words  on  the   board   in  logigrafi,  requiring  the  pupil  to 
print  them  on  his  slate,  or  on  paper,  from  the  written  dictation  on 
"  the  board,  referring  to  his  book  if  necessary,  for  the  proper  form, 
thoroughly  familiarizing  himself    with  each  form  as  he  proceeds. 
Short  sentences,  in  addition  to  those  given  in  this  work,  may  be 
constructed  from  the  words  already  learned,  and  written  in  short- 
hand on  the  board,  as  a  dictation  exercise  for  the  student  to  print 
in  common  orthography    on   his    slate.      When    the    student   has 
learned  all  the  words  in  this  little  book  he  will  be  able  to  read  all 
the  words  in  -Appleton's  First  Reader,  and  nearly  all  in  most  other 
first  readers.     It  is  the  design  of  the  author  to  publish  a  series  of 
lessons   that  shall  have  a   similar   relation  to   the  second,   third 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  readers.     The  teacher  should  not  be  discour- 
aged at  the  number  of  lengths  of  signs.      There  are  not   so   many 
as  in  common  writing  or  in  most;  systems  of  shorthand.     Phono- 
graphy, though  hciving   t*nt  one  length   for  consonants  and  one  for 
vowels  in  its  theoretical  alphabet,  has  no  less  than  f«ar  inuts  prac- 
tical alphabet  in  continuous  word  forms,  namely,  Sticks  and  hooks 
half  lengthsr  full  lengths  and  double   lengths.     By  practice  ho  will 
write  the  different  lengths  in  each  word  form  just  as  he  now  writes 
them  in  common  writing,  without  confusion  or  apparent  thought. 
The  large  loop  is  given  both  as  a  representative  of  a  simple  sound 
and  of  a  diphthong.     If  the  vowel    heard  in  bur  is  different  from 
that  in  nut  this  sign  may  be  used  for  it,  or  as  this  sound  is  always 
followed  by  r  it  may  represent  both  sounds  without  loss  of  legibil- 
ity.    If  the  sound  is  a  modification  of  u  in  nut  this  sign  may  rep- 
resent both  u  and  r  as  a  diphthong.     All   signs  are  written  in  the 
order  of  speech  from  left  to  right  or  from  above  downward,  keeping 
the  word  as  nearly  as  may  be  on  the  line  of  writing.     Each  simple 
sign  may  be.  written   in   either   of  two   reverse  directions.      Hori- 
zontal  signs  and  a  in  at,.-™  in  ask}iain  all -and,  o  "in  note  are  .seldom 
reversed.    Perpendicular  and  horizontal  signs  are  written  as  nearly 
as^nay  be  in  the  positions  given  "4si  the-  alphabet.     The  loops  are 
written   in   any  convenient  direction.     To  secure    better    joinings 
more  lineal,  briefer  more  legible  or  more  easily  written  forms  other 
signs  are  written  with  a  variation  of  about  twenty  degrees,  as  in- 
dicated in  the  following  illustrations  :     The  circles  may  be  written 
on  either  side  of  other  rio-ti^  ;
